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Before the American capitalist class and its government Wash¬ 
ington begin to send the workers and farmers to their death an 
the Second World war, they are intent upon hamstringing the labor 
movement so that there wont be any trouble at home. 

The big aim of the boss class is to keep its slaves, the workers 
in total subjection. Rosevelt, in a recent statement following 
the outbreak of the war in Europe, gave direction to this goal 
by ordering the FBI to take action against the so-called sub¬ 
versive elements— in other words, to take action against ra - 
icals and revolutionaries who are opposed to tne war aims oi 
the capitalist government. 

From the experience gathered in the last world war the govern¬ 
ment has been able to prepare its plans for nationwide anti- 
labor action both before and after entrance into die war.

"NEUTRALITY ' 1 And«« WORKERS. 

Despite all the tali about neutrality, the United States is 
petting: itself ready to jum. in with both feet to make the Big bar 
hipperl No one should be kidded for a minute by all the clap-trap 
that comes from Franklin D. (”I-hate-v;ar”) Roosevelt when he says 
that every effort possible will be made t o keep this country out 
of war. Every move he takes, every speech he maxes is calculated 
to oush Americaalittle closer to the brink so that he can shove us 
over, when the proper moment arrives, without too much trouble. 

The Neutrality Act, which is not a neutrality act because in 
reality it favors Germany, is about to be revised or scrapped for 
a ” better” neutrality law—which also will not be neut rality be¬ 
cause it will favor Britain-France. For a country as powerful as 
U. S. A.—with its own far-flung imperialist interests and the 
tremendous weight of its industrial economy, there is no such thing 
as neutrality. T he Wall Street gang and their office boy m the 
YJhite House will get into the fight for the identical reason that 
the others are in it—to extend their capitalist interests, and open 
up fresh fields for profits. 


The uresent Neutrality act says that arms cannot be sold to any 
belligerent. This, however, did not prevent Roosevelt from putting 
Canada in a special category whereby it is to be defendec by the US 
apainst. anv aggression. In other words. Wall Street won t* seal arms 
to Canada---but will use its own arms for the defense of that country 
Nothing shows so clearly where the* sympathies of our boss clct.ss lie, 
or what its ultimate intentions are. 


The ”cash-and carry” policy which the White House will most, 
likely pet through means only that Britain and France, whose navies 
control"the Atlantic, will be able to by all the- supplies they need 
while Germany will be frozen out. ' Apart from the deep political 
Tmnliaati ns*of this move, the duponts aren*t exactly going to be 
sore about it. And maybe it is just a coincidence thatJ.P. Morgan 
& Co. have been appointed financial agents for the British and 
French Government si 

All these steos make it clear as day that American capitalism 
is throw!np in its*lot with the so-called democracies - not beccause 
it se^s it~as its ”moral duty”, or to ”defendfreedom ana justice” 
but because its own financial int rests will best be promoted by 
lining up against G ermany, Russia, and Japan. Wall Street has 
.Heavy investments in the Far East and South America and it will 
fipht at the drop of the hat the moment they are threatened. The 
”ca.h and earr3 r,T policy of selling arms is more than just an econo¬ 
mic measure of suoport of Britain and France: it is the first big 
step to U.S, military and naval int rvention on its own behalf. 

This policy of eco-mic aid to Britain-France will soon Show itself 
to be inadeouate and that wii be the go-ahead signal for the 
vast naval machine that Roosevelt has been building. 

The American working class w T hould meanwhile not overlook the

These were calm moments, however, compared to the ones two weeks 
later when the glorious Red Army of Workers and Peasants set. foot 
on Polish soil to liberate their "blood-brothers". 


That was the point when everything went black, and when the lights 
came on again there was Stalinism clothed in a parti-colored gown 
of scarlet ultra-leftism, relieved by rich counter-revolutionary 
trimmings. The Stalinoid mental giants suddenly, discovered that 
the war was not against Fascism at all, but "imperialist", '"unjust 1 , 
and "against the '.workers interests," The greatest war-grangers in 
the TJ.Sr told us not to allow America to participate, guaranteed 
that they would never vote for war credits, swore that neither re¬ 
tention nor revision of the Neutrality Act would keep us out or the 
war. But they had gone too far along the flag-waving ^path to repair 
the damages. In France', Comrade Thorez had enlisted in the army a 
little too early; in England the Stalinoid adenoids were already 
gasping, inside the umbrella-mah’s gas-masks; in China, .tor two ^years 
the Soviets had been supporting Chiang-Kai Shek’s "republic", irom 
which Sealin has just withdrawn all support. Moreover, during all 
this time, Moscow was on the friendliest terms with Berlin-# ^The 
air was thick with military missions going back and forth, with 
Ribbentrop, with German engineers, with meetings at Brest-Litovsk. 


What about Poland? They made the remarkable discovery that its ^ 
government was semi-fascist. It had betrayed the people bj ileeing 
the country while it was "the victim of aggression 1 • (Like denes 
of Czechoslovakia and Negrin of Spain, Comrades?) There was ob¬ 
viously nothing to do under the circumstances but to.invade Poland, 
reorganize the Polish C.P, (which Stalin himsell abolished two years 
ago)and to set up local Soviets, was there? 


Although they hate semi-fascism, the Russian ourccracy does not mind 
total Fascism, Three weeks ago, on International fonth^Day, a new- 
set of slogans was issued in which not one single anti-fasces t 
slogan, so'"common in past years, appeared. Since -Fascism no^ -Longer 
exists as far as the Workers* Fatherland is concerned, it Brakes 
the American C.P.'s outcries against it look rather weak. The 
American C.P.’s new dress is put on only in order to p-ay -he same 
old ease - that of protecting the Russian oyerlords. But the _ 
policies are so rotten at both ends that good connections have be¬ 
come impossible. The present anti-war proclamations oi or owner 
are a fake perpetrated only for this purpose, hook for aim in ohe 
arms of Roosevelt when the United States delcares war and yon will 
find him there. While Stalin "liberates" from the East ana Rieger 
from the West, the prospects are excellent for the liberation oi 
the American vo rking-class from Stalinism.

We can start immediately to fight against this by the formation of 
a united front of all working class organizations to defend the 
democratic rights of the workers. Its purpose must be to warn 
against this danger and organize the workers for political action 
through strikes, demonstrations, etc. A united front campaign 
including public meetings, issuance of timely bulletins, etc., will 
arouse large numbers of workers to the dangers ate ad* Despite 
disagreement on anti-war policy, many working class organizations 
nevertheless can and must work together in a united front campaign 
to defend the democratic rights of labor.
